a steady and systematic curtailment 


in the sale of liquor, which is approv­ 


ingly regarded by temperance advo­ 


cates as a decided step toward abso- 


ute 
prohibition. 
The 
‘‘Stockholm 


system” of allowing each citizen only 
a fixed quantity of spirituous drink, 
which was inaugurated just, after the 
war started, has now been extended 
to thirty-one of the hundred districts 
iii Sweden, and, according to a gov­ 
ernment order recently issued, will, 
| after the first of January, 1916, apply 
to the whole of Sweden. 
The ‘‘Stockholm system,” which al­ 
lows every citizen in good standing in 
the city to become a moderate drink­ 
er, while effectively preventing him 
from becoming a drunkard, was in­ 
geniously devised by Dr. Ivan Bratt, 
present director of the system, after 
all other expedients had failed. 
Dr. 
Bratt has been 
lauded, 
condemned, 
idolized and ridiculed, and his work 
has become the theme 
of 
almost 
daily discussion in the newspapers of 
Sweden, some of which criticise him 
for being too moderate and others too 
extreme in his reforms. 
But on one 
point 
all 
are 
agreed: 
The system 
works. 
In the first place, the liquor com­ 
panies, while directed by private indi­ 
viduals, were practically made govern­ 
ment concerns, for all profits were 
to go to the government. 
This re­ 
moved any incentive on the part of 
the directors to over-production. 
It 
was followed by a careful supervisal 
of the supply of liquor furnished to 
hotels, restaurants and public bars, 
i hose places still had aright to as 
much liquor as they required, but they 
were only allowed profit on a reason­ 
able amount of trade. 
If 
they 
did 
business 
in 
excess of that amount 
fixed by the government, they had to 
purchase this additional supply at re­ 
tail price, and were forced to sell at 
the same prices. This, it would seem, 
would have removed the zealous ef­ 
fort of hotel proprietors to make their 
liquor trade as large as possible. 
But none of these expedients was 
successful. 
The total consumption of 
liquor was scarcely diminished. 
The 
amount of drunkenness 
in 
Sweden 
showed 
no 
decrease and hospitals 
and medical records were as full of 
ol alcoholic patients and cases of ill 
ness caused by alcoholism as before. 
It was evident that the decrease in 
th<‘ amount of liquor sold at hotels 
md bars was offset by the increased 
business done at wine stores, where 
customers bought 
as 
much 
bottled 
spirits as they liked and took it home 
for consumption. 
The “book system,” which is now 
in operation, 
was 
devised 
by 
Dr. 
Bratt at the beginning of the war. 
It 
allowed every citizen in good stand­ 
ing to buy one litre and no more of 
spirituous liquor every five days. 
To 
make this plan feasible, each person 
was provided with a small book re­ 
sembling 
a 
commutation 
railroad 
ticket, from which a coupon was torn 
every time the consumer bought Jus 
litre of whisky, brandy, cognac, punch, 
schnapps, or whatever kind of alco­ 
holic 
beverage 
he fancied. 
At the 
same time, his book w'sa stamped with 
Die date of the purchase so that it 
would be clear to the dealer when he 
made 
his 
last 
purchase. 
Without 
hewing his book, no citizen of Stock­ 
holm has the remotest chance of ob­ 
taining a bottle of liquor anywhere in 
the city. 
The regulation is rigidly en­ 
forced. 
It is true that in some cases, how* 
ever, 
exceptions 
are made. 
If one 
can persuade the authorities that on 
account of his social position and the 
demands 
of 
constant entertainment 
one litre every five days is totally in­ 
adequate, and if the authorities are 
convinced that such a person can be 
trusted 
with 
more 
liquor without 
abusing Hie privilege conferred upon 
him, he is then given a special license 
to purchase, two, three or more litres, 
according to the circumstances. 
On 
the other hand, if the person is a on- 
torious drunkard, has a police record, 
or bas in any other way incurred the 
displeasure of the authorities, he is 
allowed no liquor at all . For pur­ 
poses of ascertaining the standing of 
the citizen in the community, an elab­ 
orate card catalogue system is main­ 
tained at the central bureau and all

though nothing so drastic as the pro­ 


hibition measures of Russia has been 


attempted 
in 
Sweden, 
there 
has 


been, since Hie beginning of the war, 


a steady and systematic curtailment 


in the sale of liquor, which is approv­ 


ingly regarded by temperance advo­ 


cates as a decided step toward abso­ 


lute 
prohibition. 
The 
“Stockholm 


system ” of allowing each citizen only 
a fixed quantity of spirituous drink, 
which was inaugurated just after the 
war started, has now been extended 
to thirty-one of the hundred districts 
in Sweden, and, according to a gov­ 
ernm ent order recently issued, will, 
after the first of January, 1916, apply 
to the whole of Sweden. 
The “Stockholm system,” which al­ 
lows every citizen in good standing in 
the city to become a moderate drink­ 
er, while effectively preventing him 
from becoming a drunkard, was in­ 
geniously devised by Dr. Ivan Pratt, 
present director of the system, after 
all other expedients had failed. 
Dr. 
Pratt has been 
lauded, 
condemned, 
idolized and ridiculed, and his work 
has become the theme 
of 
almost 
daily discussion in the newspapers of 
Sweden, some of which criticise him 
for being too moderate and others too 
extreme in his reforms. 
But on one 
point 
all 
are 
agreed: 
The system 
works. 
In the first place, the liquor com­ 
panies, while directed, by private indi­ 
viduals, were practically made govern­ 
ment concerns, for all profits were 
to go to the government. 
This re- 
moved any incentive on the part of 
the directors to over-production. 
It 
was followed by a careful supervision 
of the supply of liquor furnished to 
hotels, restaurants and public bars. 
These places still had aright to as 
much liquor as they required, but they 
were only allowed profit on a reason­ 
able amount of trade. 
If 
they 
did 
business 
in 
excess of that amount 
fixed by the government, they had to 
purc hase this additional supply at re­ 
tail price, and were forced to sell at 
the same prices. This, it would seem, 
would have removed the zealous ef­ 
fort of hotel proprietors to make their 
liquor trade as large as possible. 
But none of these expedients was 
successful. 
The total consumption of 
liquor was scarcely diminished. 
The 
amount of drunkenness 
in 
Sweden 
showed 
no 
decrease and hospitals 
and medical records were as full of 
ol alcoholic patients and cases of ill­ 
ness caused by alcoholism as before. 
It was evident that the decrease in 
the amount of liquor sold at hotels 
and bars was offset by the increased 
business done at wine stores, where 
customers bought 
as 
much 
bottled 
spirits as they liked and took it home 
for consumption. 
The “book system,” which is now 
in operation, 
was 
devised 
by 
Dr. 
Bratt at the beginning of the war. 
It 
allowed every citizen in good stand­ 
ing to buy one litre and no more of 
spirituous liquor every five days. 
To 
make this plan feasible, each person 
was provided with a small book re­ 
sembling 
a 
commutation 
ra»>pad 
ticket, from which a coupon was torn 
every time the consumer bought his 
litre of whisky, brandy, cognac, punch, 
schnapps, or whatever kind of alco­ 
holic 
beverage 
he fancied. 
At the 
same time, his book wsa stamped with 
the date of the purchase so that it 
would be clear to the dealer when he 
made 
his 
last 
purchase. 
Without 
.showing his book, no citizen of Stock­ 
holm has the remotest chance of ob­ 
taining a bottle of liquor anywhere in 
the city. The regulation is rigidly en­ 
forced. 
It is true that in some cases, how­ 
ever, 
exceptions 
are made. 
If one 
can persuade the authorities that on 
account of his social position and the 
demands 
of 
constant entertainment 
one litre every five days is totally in­ 
adequate, and if the authorities are 
convinced that such a person can be 
trusted 
with 
more 
liquor without 
abusing the privilege conferred upon 
him. he is then given a special license 
to purchase, two, three or more litres, 
according to the circumstances. 
On 
the other hand, if the person is a on- 
torious drunkard, has a police record, 
or has in any other way incurred the 
displeasure of the authorities, he is 
allowed no liquor at all . For pur­ 
poses of ascertaining the standing of 
the citizen in the community, an elab­ 
orate card catalogue system is main­ 
tained at the central bureau and all

Railroad men are looking forward 


to the time when electric engines w ill 


supplant those of steam equipment. 


Especially is this the expectation on 


mountain divisions 
containing 
long. 


steep grades, and close 
to 
natural 


water pow-er sites . The electric en­ 
gine call pull a heavier load because 
of its superior 
number 
of 
driving 
w-heels. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railw ay is now- installing the first few 
of fifty huge electric engines to op­ 
erate on the 440 miles of track be­ 
tween Harlowton, Mont., 
4,156 
feet 
above sea level, and 
Avery, 
Idaho, 
2,494 feet above sea level. 
The new 
equipment also will climb the Rocky 
Mountain summit, 6,300 feet above sea 
level, and the Belt mountain summit, 
5,700 feet high. 


One of the electric engines w e i g h s 
260 tons and pul Is a train of 2,500 tons 
up a I per cent 
glade. 
A 
double 
header will drag the same load up 
even a 2 per cent grade. 
One man 
can operate it, but another man is 
there in ease of emergency and to 
learn the operation. 
The engineers have calculated that 
the electric engine has these advant­ 
ages as compared with 
the 
steam 
equipm ent: 
It operates with the highest effici­ 
ency in the coldest 
weather, 
when 
steam locomotives often freeze. 
It returns by “ regeneration” a large 
part of the power used iii running up 
hill 
during 
the 
corresponding run 
down hill. 
It requires inspection only once in 
every two thousand miles of travel, 
whereas the steam locomotive must 
be overhauled at the end of each di­ 
vision. 
It uses no coal, requires no water 
and has no ashes to dump. 
It carries no tender and 
lias 
no 
boiler and w ill run indefinitely at a 
uniform rate of speed. 
It reduces roundhouse tinkering to 
the minimum and 
handles 
uniform 
tonnage irrespective of weather. 
It does aw ay with fuel trains and 
clears the tracks for traffic that pays 
dividends. 
The best steam locomotive has to 
be overhauled after running IOO or 
125 miles, whereas the immunity oJ 
the electric engine from this necessity 
— a heavy advantage in operating ef­ 
ficiency. 


A 
steam 
locomotive waiting at a 
division point consumes 80 per cent 
of the fuel used in 
actual 
service, 
whereas the electric locomotive w-hen 
idle consumes no power. 
The freeing 
of the track from fuel trains is an ele­ 
ment of the highest importance, espe­ 
cially in mountainous country, when 
double tracking is often impossible. 


Katy Engineer W ill Recover. 
W ith tw o ten-inch st rips 
of 
skin 
grafted onto his body Dave Reed, a 
Katy engineer of Denison, is now- on 
the high road to recovery from an 
accident which it was feared he would 
not survive, and his present condition 
presents what physicians say is the 
most rem arkable surgical case ever 
know-n in the southwest. 
Reed lost about two-thirds of his 
skin by escaping steam 
about 
four 
months ago w hen he was in a railroad 
collision, and at the time it was said 
he must surely die. 
Skin was grafted 
last Wednesday, 
however, 
and 
the 
man has taken a new- lease on life. 
The skin for the operation was fur­ 
nished by friends and relatives of the 
man, and by persons who w-ere paid 
for the skin necessary 
to 
complete 
the work. 
Several yards were used.
